"We publish elsewhere this morning 
a letter discuBsing in an uble and con- 
oUe mannij: some of the wrongs to 
which thifli unfortunate Municipality 
has beeJ'-wbjeoled.- through the 
assumption, arrogance and ignorance 
of the Mayor and City Council.

The 
outrage pefptf^V^te^.'in the name of 
the Oounpikhy:'theiMftyor in giving 
the PpliBd'Ma^strate the "key of the 
street" was so indecent, ^o subversive 
of goiod order and the proper adminis- 
tration of Justice that every man in the 
City- who posseoBes a spark of honor, 
and ife otot' blinded by political pre j u - 
dice, has had his indignation aroused. 
The outrage was rperpetrated in the 
interest of the iV^afkem .?arty. ,,There 
is n^.d6ubt>|i. ;Sll ipn thkt-head: These 
men imagined! that by bringing on a 
confliWbetween the Provincial and 
City Governmen.ts\? the chances of 
their candidate for election' would be 
improved. Poor, shortsiighted men; 
deluded, infatuated crettturesi The 
very plaa they chose to obstruct the 

rogresa of Heform hastened their 
o.vu destruction. Had thoy under- 
stood their role— bad they realized 
the perilous position in which they 
stood — they would have remained 
quiescent; would not have consentad 
to do the dirty work of the late Min- 
sters. But intoxicated with success 
— infatuated by the long immunity 

hey had enjoyed — thoy took the fatal 
step; and what are thej to-day ? The 
objects of dislike, suspicion and dis- 
trust in the eyes of ther Jellow-citizens 
— feared by none, despised by all! 
They have measured their vaunted 
strength with the new Government — 
which being composed of sterner stuff 
than Mr.Walkem defied their power — 
and the result of the election has 
shown what a hollow sham that 
"strength" is when subjected to 
the critical test of.civilized votes.

St. Petebbbukg, Feb. 19. — A.n offi- 
cial ukase forbids women executing

London, Peb. 19. — To-day has been 
the quietest for some time on the 
Stock Exchange. English funds have 
been firm at better prices. Forei_ 
markets have been dull, and nearly all 
changes have a downward direction 

It was Edward Wilson &^ Co., chem- 
ists, of Manchester, who failed yester- 
day; not, as previously stated, Addle, 
Shaw »& Warburton, solicitors, who 
made the announcement. Liabilities 
estimated at $500,000. 

Mrs. Winslow, wife of the Boston 
forger, has arrived, and is at th'e bhar- 
ing Hotel, but leaves there for other 
lodgings. Her son and sister accom 
panied her. She has only about $100, 
and seems in great trouble. Colonel 
Cheesebro is endeavoring to induce 
her to return to America. The matter 
is diflicult lo manage, as the American 
legation has no funds applicable to 
such purpose. Winslow bears up very 
well. He has written to the legation 
saying he thinks it to be to the interest 
of all interested in his case that he 
should be iu Boston as soon as possi- 
ble, and offering, as the American 
officer to take charge of him will soon 
be here, and as himself and family are 
anxious to return, if the legation will 
withdraw the extradition proceedings, 
ho will return with the officer of his 
own, accord to stand his trial. The 
proposition cannot Lo acted upon, 
the law requires a certain routine. 
The U. S. Consul at Rotterdam has 
recovered from Mrs. Winslow ubon 
$5,000— f 1,000 cash and $-1,000 in U. 
S. bonds. Mrs. Winslow says she 
does not know how her husband ob- 
tained this money, and supposes it is 
hers. Col. Cheesebro say she seems 
to bo bouist m her rep^fsentatiuns, 
and does not appear to know anything 
about ihe swindling operations 
Though the ladies are much" distress- 
ed, neither they, nor the prisoner, ap 
pear fully to rt-ulizo the actual possi 
tiou of matters. Winslow is compara- 
tively cheerful and very talkative. He 
seems to think he will go back to Bos- 
ton, have a grand trial, figure exten 
sively in the newspapers, and finally 
bo discharged 

Naples, Feb. 19. — Victor Emanuel 
is here, and will remain during the 
Carnival.

Editor Colonist:— The growth of pop- 
ular feeling iu fuvor of a general over- 
haul of the Corporation accounts, and 
tbo necps.sity for a thorough revision of 
the Municipal coustitutiuu, points to the 
pruaiint as an opportune tima to review 
some of tbo recent acts of our Municipal 
autliorities. That tbo Mayor and Coun- 
cil liavo iu many instances exceeded their 
authority', and acted indiscreetly and 
tyriiuically, there cau bo no question; 
and it will be well if we endeavor to 
calmly and dispassionately bring them 
under tho litah of friendly criticism. 

It may bo remembered that when the 
Provincial Government consented to tho 
city rocoiving tha Trades' Liconaea, an 
agroemont was made by which tho city 
was bound, amongst other things, to 
provide from hencoforth an efiluiont Po- 
lice force, und to pay a Stipendiary 
Magistrate (say) S'2,0U0 por annum. 

This arraugomcut led to the appoint- 
ment by tliu Council of Mr. A. C. illliott 
OS Stipendiary Magiatrate, which ap- 
pointment was subacquoully confirmed 
by the Govornor-in Council. About a 
year ugo, in consequeuoe of certain uu- 
gentlemauly.proaeeding8 on the. part. -of. 
the Counoif, the Provincial Parliament, 
to onsuro that tho administratiou of jus- 
tice should not bo trammeled by petty 
personal or party feeling, passed an Act, 
entitled 'Tbo Municipality Act, 1875,' by 
which, aud iu accordance with true Brit- 
ish feeling and sentiment, the Magistrate 
waa appointed by and held office during 
tbo ploaiiuro of the Govornor-in-Council. 
Uf course the Mayor and Council would 
rcapeot an Act of Parliament (?) Let us 
see. 

As soon as Mr. Elliott became the lead- 
er of a (ruvorniuoul in opposition to the 
dominant political party iu the City 
Council, they, iu tho most blackguard 
maunur, and in deliauoo of tbo Act above 
quoted, shut the door in his face and up- 
pointed the Mayor to his position. 

Mr. Drummond'a qualifications or 
othcrwiao need not now bo dealt with. 
It is for tbo ratepayers to determine 
whether tha representatives shall break 
through all decenoy and order, and Acts 
of Parliament to boot, whenever perso- 
nal gain or party spite may prompt it. It 
is oarueatly hoped that " the well-known 
poiceabio disposition of the Loader of 
tiio GuvorumBnt may not stand in the 
way of his speedily vimlicating the au- 
thority of tho Governor-in-Council and 
the Lugialalure. 

Wo now pass to tho regular meetings 
of the Council, where, in defiance of ail 
law, the ratepayers are shut out. I am 
aware that under pretence of being "in 
committeo," a plausible reason is given 
fur this. But I am ulao aware that reso- 
lutions paased at committoo moetiugs 
aro rocorilud on tbo miniUuB of tUo regu- 
lar mooting and aro to all intents and 
purposes tho acts of the Council. Is it 
desirable < that this hole-and-ooraer ar- 
rangement should continue, and that 
nearly all of the important business 
abould be transacted witliout tbo aalulary 
aaaistance of publio criticiam ? 

Again, "Ibo Victoria Municipal Ordi 
naaco, 18G7, sec. -17," sa.v.s "that »he 
Couucil shall have no power to incurany 
liability beyond tbo roronuo of tho cur 
rent year." Of course so important and 
wide a limitation would be observad (?) 
But wo find on examination of tbo Oor 
poration Statement that during tho year 
(iiKling Di!C. 31rtt, 1875, this hud bden 
diaregardcd and tbo rovenuo of 187C 
pawned to tho amount of §7,192.59. I 
mnat for the prusont omit mnch that re- 
quires the Hurious.atteotion of the 7ate 
payers. Allow me space, however, to 
uxpresStthe hope that Bomothing may bo 
done towards reuiodyiug our almost bolp- 
k'sa condition. Altbougb tho Munici 
pality Act gives to interested parties the 
rifibt to invoke tbo aaaistauoo of the Su- 
premo Court, the individual anxioiy and 
expense attending u suit oll'ectually oper- 
ates against seeking redress there for a 
publio grievance , , , 

It will bo for the wisdom of the ftonso 
to daviao aoiuo motliod, either l)y tbo ap- 
poiiitmont of a p iihlio proaecutor or in 
aomu otnar way, to provide a ppeedy, 
choap and effectual meens of keeping ig- 
norant and lawless mmnioipalittos within 
bounds, ■

Tiie'Senttte Chamber,' in which tho 
most attractivo portion of tbo day's pro 
ceedings always takes place, has, sinco 
last nesaion, been ro-carpotod with a very 
costly bright scarlet cnrpot of tbo softest 
plush. Tbo desks bavo boon nowly var- 
nished and brightened, and new drapery 
has boon arranged around thor Throne, 
and the latter has been burnished Until it 
shines like fine gold. 

Usually a large number of persons, 
other than legislators, aro attracted to 
Ottawa at tbo opening of each session. 
On this occasion the attoudanco of visi- 
tors, at least from Toronto and the West, 
was remarkably slim. Perhaps this may 
have been owing iu great part to the fact 
that a somewhat similar scene, though on 
a more modest scale, was to bo simul- 
taneously enacted in tho Ontario cajjital. 
Nevortheloss, tho concourao of persons 
within tho Seuato Cbanihor waa very 
largo, and fair sex were abundantly re- 
l)reaontod on the iloor of tliat IIouao,both 
as regards number, porsoual cbarma and 
beauty, and r-'chness of costume.

Dufferin, Marquis and Marchioness de 
Basaauo, the Hon E. G. P. Littleton, the 
Count doTurenno, MiUlo. Gerrault, aud 
Major Hamilton, Capt. Ward, A. D. C, 
and Cajit. Hamilton, A D.C, The Guard 
of Honor consisted of 100 men of tho 
Governor-Goncral's Foot Guards, with 
the band of tbo regiment aud tbo Queen's 
colours.

Flonourahlt Gentlemen of the Senate I 
Gentlemen of the House of Oommmis: 

I have much pleasure in again calling 
you together to attend to the business of 
the country. 

Since y oil last assembled it has been 
my happiness to riait tho Mother Coun- 
try, and to hav(» bad tbo opportunity 
while there in' calling public attention to 
tho romarkablu lii ogruaa of I ho Dominion, 
and of giving ei|)rcssiou to the feelings 
of attachment to ibo j)orsou of Hsr Ma- 
jesty, and the interests of tho Empire, 
whion animate the Canadian people. 

The great depression which has i)rovail- 
cd tbroughout the neighboring countries 
for several years, and which has more 
recently been fcdt in tho old world, caus- 
ing a general stagnation of bnsinoss, baa 
extended to Canada, aud baa aoriously 
all'octod our trade. At tho same time wo 
have Bomo rtnisoii to bo grateful for an 
abundant harvest, and while I deeply re- 
gret tlio BuH'oriug which exista among 
certain olasaos, and in particular locali- 
ticB. I boliuvo, iiovertbeb.'ss, that tho groat 
bulk of our jxMiplu continuo to^ enjoy a 
condition of rrasonabb,' proapurity. 

I am happy to bo able to cuugiatulate 
you on tbo fact that tbo gri>at railway iiu- 
dortakiug conni'cting tbo former Provin- 
ces of Canada with the Maritime Provin- 
ces, provided for liy tho Aot of 1807, ia 
aijproacliing completion. Early in tbo 
coming sumiiior, tbo small portion of the 
Intercolonial lino not already iu opera- 
tion will bo opened, whou the counection 
with other systems of railway will be 
formed, so fts , tp enablo pasaongors and 
traffic to pass over continuous lines of 
railway from Halifox or St. John to tho 
oxtremo western railways of Ontorio. . 

Tho opening of tho Prince Edward Is- 
land railway during tbo jiast year marka 
an epoch iu tho hiatory of that island, and 
cannot but exert a beuetioial influence on 
tbo people.and addto their material pros- 
perity, 

]:vcry effort has boon made to obtain an 
early settlement of the claiins of Canada 
for componsutiou for the uao of her liab- 
ories by tho United States, as provided

In British Columbia tho telegraph is 
in operation from Victoria, V.I, to Saon- 
ich, V.L, ID milejjj and from ,thi8 jpoint , 
to Swlnonisb, WaBhingtdn' Territibiy, in--"- 
eluding five submerged cables, 657 miles 
on the Eraser river. Thoro is also a 
branch of 10 miles' from Now Westmin- 
ster to Burrard Inlet. Several breakages 
bavo occnrred.

tho year has been ©42,430, and the rev' 
enue S8,2i5. 

TUB PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

Tho following details are given of tha 
progress of tho work on tho Pacific Bail- - 
way:— Tho liuo from Fort William to, . 
Lako Shoboudowan, a distance of 45 ia'iles, " " ' 
having boon located has beefi^glfeh out 
on contract; likewi3o the^ine from 'Sel- 
kirk, Bed Bivor, to Cross Loke, 77 miles. '<i i 
Tho lake region between Lako of the 
Woods and Lake Superior has boon fur- 
ther survoyud. Exploratory surveys 
wore made from Nopigon easterly to Pic 
river and thence caatorly towards the ter- 
minus. A reconnaissance was made .be-- Vj ' 
tweou French river and tho valley of the' ' • 
Ottowa at Bonfrew, The crossing, of the 
Bed river has been . selected. !.iTb'«^dis- 
tance from Bed river by the narrows of 
L ike Manitoba, River Mossy and Biver 
Swan to Livingstone, near Fort Pelly, 
about 2G0 miles, has been located. Much 
of this distance passes through forest 
"and over ground favorable for railway 
construction. Surveys have been made of - 'i 
tbo portages between ',jtj|ie 'lakes 'to the. ^ 
north-west of Bed river, and tenders " ' 
have been called for steamers on theao 
waters. Tho groding of Pembina branch 
has been given out by contract. Half of 
its length has beon located. An explora- 
tion was made from Lao hv Haoho via 
Rivor Blue to tho north of Thompson, 
which established that tho height of the ' 
summit to bo overcome rendered tfiis'' ' ■" 
route objectionable, , The examination 
froin Clear Water to-tha Biver Fraser has 
shoiwn that " much heavy work can bo 
thrown out and tiio gradients generally 
improved. A direct route from Tete Jauno 
Cache to Bute Inlot baa b^n found to be 
impracticable, tho into'' "oning summit^ 
rising 7,000 feet above tW soo. It has" 
been established that a route can be ob^ 
taihed from.TeterJaune-r Oaohai^Jbya^tbe 
Bivor Fraser, to Fort George, about 245 
miles, with comparatively light work to 
good gradients, A good route may be 
obtained from Tote Jaune Cache to the 

entrance of tho Homathco pass, about 

400 mile. Serious difficulties will, how.-.,j ~ 
over, be met iu the descent of the tide-i! 
water of tho Pacific, The lower Fraber'- **" 
fram Tale, for an ascending distand'e of 
fifteen miles, has been minutely examin- 
ed. The distonce from Yale to Burrard'a 
Inlot has been surveyed. An examina- 
tion eastwardly from Fort Hope has es- 
tablished that tiiero is no pass in that di- 
rection lower than tho Coquihalla. Much 
of the mainland north of the latitude ' of '•' ' 
Vancouver- Island has been explored.: ■ 
Examinatisns have shown that the route 
by tlie'3niokyp'ato^is notv-to.: be> recom- 
mended. It is believed that in the course 
of tbo ensuing year it will bo possible to 
establish approxiinatol.v tbo location of 
the lino between Lake Superior and tho 
Pacific. Steel rails sufficient for 650 
miles of line have been purchased. > ' 

The City_o*' KnivJt.-^Thd^ oity of 
Kbiva.capitArciif Ih'e kh'aiiatb 'of Khiva, 

is situated in tlio most forfcilo portion 
of tho valley of tho Atnoo Darya, about 
thirt.v miles from its west shore. Its 
population is about six thousand. Its 
euvivous aro beautifully cultivatod.but 
the city itself is said to be iuferior.toa 
Persian city of the lowest "rant. • iho 
houses are built of mild, anfL stand in 
the most irregularmanner. Tho city " 
is divided into Khiva jiroper and tho 
citadel, -which can bo shut oft' from tho 
outer city by four gates. The palace 
of tha khan is an inferior - boUding^^ 
and the bazaars are not equal ^'0 Ihbse' 
of other Orioutal"^ cities. Tim is tho 
principal bazaar, where tlio articles 
imported from Russia, Bokhara, aud 
Persia-, are -exposed for sale. There 
are few mosques of mncli antiquity or 
artistic construction. The Polvan-Ata 
is an edilico about four centuries old, 
consisting of 0110 large and two small 
donios, nud contains the tomb of Pol- 
van, ilic patron siiint of tho city. The 
mo.siiue attached to the kbanjs pajaoo^ ,r 
lias a liigli, round tower, ornameili^cl " 
with ai'abos(iiios. Among tbo *med- 
roses' (oollcges), that of j\IahommeJ 
I'^iiiiii Kuan is probably the largest. It 
was built in I8U5, by a Persian archi- 
tect, after tho model of a Persian 
caravansary. It has accommodation 
for throe hundred students. — "Appla- 
tons'l'juclopitidia.' ^
